WASHINGTON. —There 
arc 
two 


points of view concerning the place 
of health in our economic scheme in 
the United States. 


It may be urged on the one hand 


that since poor health is directly as- 
socatcd with low income, poor food, 
bad housinf, that a health program is 
secondary and it is necessary first, to 
effect 
sweeping 
economic 
reforms 


which will automatically solve these 
problems by raising the standard of 
liying. 


As against this view, the Technical 


Committee on Medica Care proposes 
health as the first and most appro- 
priate object for natoinal action. 


The obvious reason for that decision 


is that we kiow how to proceed in the 
fight for health. Medicine has per- 
fected 
Its techniques. Public health 


administration 
has 


worked out in de- 
tail the means of 
applying them in 
m a n y A1 m erican 
states 
and com- 


munities. The po- 
litical scinetist and 
the economist have 
not simiraly per- 
fected their meth- 
ods.

lions, traveled Europe up and down 
while still comparatively young. But 
it was nt Bar Harbor, Me., that she 
met Cromwell in 192!). Both had trav- 
eled extensively. 


It was when they were married in 


1035, however, that the real junketing 
began. Off they sailed for a long stay 
in Egypt as first port of call in a tour 
around the world. Singapore, Delhi, 
and Agra unreeled before the peri- 
patetic honeymooncrs, but it was in 
Wawkaii that they really found heart's 
desire.

Cromwells skip about consilerably, 
and Doris' most-publicized trip in re- 
cent years was one she took with Mrs. 
Roosevelt to Arthurdale, the miners' 
colony in which the President's wife is 
especially interested.

The proper management of pine trees 


as lhat part of a well balanced farm- 
ing program will make the farm more 
profitable as an annual income, as 
farmers usually need this extra income 
in providing a more comfortable home 
and to increase the value of their 
proper! ty. 


The farm forest in our county will 


supply timber which the farm needs 
for its buildings and any other things 
of daily use, and by selective cutting 
there is a surpls that can be sold in the 
form of standing timber, saw logs, pulp 
wood, fuel wood, etc., q properly man- 
aged farm forest serves as a wind break 
for buildings, livestock, a protection 
from erosion. Pine trees improve and 
build up soil, the ground layer which 
is a vegetable mold which is decom- 
posed leaves and twigs, enriches the 
soil and stores up soil mi.sture. So due 
to proper spacing of timer the roots 
furnish a natural resistance to erosion 
thus maintaining the potcnlalilics of 
land profilficincss. 


According to recent analysis by the 


Bureau of Chemistry and Soils. U. S. 
Department of Agriculture a ton of 
dead leaves or straw from short leaf 
pine trees contains the fertilzing ele- 
ment and has the value shown below: 


Nitrogen 14.2 pounds worth 15c per 


pound wholesale, Phosphoric acid 5.4 
pounds worth ;ic iier pound wholesale, 
total value fertilizer $2.40. 


The farm woodlot should not occupy 


that part of the farm which is suitable 
for growing of row crops but on the 
less fertile, stoney, thin and poorly 
drained part of the farm. Such ss. un- 
used corners and small uncultivated 
spots arc very good timber growing 
places. The chief economic reason for 
timber growing is to secure income 
from those places that would other- 
wise be unproductive. A |X--rmanent 
woodlot is an asset to any well equip- 
ped farm and more than ever farm 
wood lots are taking the spotlights a.s 
to a crop that can readily be converted 
into cash.

TOKYO, 
Japan—(fi>)—Japan

day rejected a protest by the Soviet 
government over a clash between Rus- 
sian and Japanese border patrols on 
the fronfier'between Manchoukuo and 
Russian Siberia, on the grounds that 
Russia was the aggressor. 


In Moscow, where a vigorous pro- 


test was made against alleged new 
"provocations in Japanese Manchur- 
ian militarists" on the Siberian bor- 
der, Soviet circles viewed the whole 
situation calmly, pointing out that the 
whole series of border incidents here- 
tofore had failed to provoke a war. 


II Duce Hits Catholics 


FORLI, Italy—(/P)—Premier" Musso- 


lini replied personally Saturday to 
Fope Pius' assertion that the new 
Fascist race policy was adopted in im- 
itation of Nazi Germany. 


Addressing a group of Fascist party 


officials in camp at Forli, Mussolini 
asserted: 


"You know, and everyone knows, 


that also on the question of race we 
will shoot straight. 
To 
say 
that 


Fascism has imitated anyone is sim- 
ply absurd." 


Mussolini's remarks were the sharp- 


est he has used in .years toward the 
Vatican, and caused new uneasiness 
among Catholics, over whether the. 
present trend "of •'Fascism is'heading 
toward a break with the church. 


Jap-Russian Clash 


MOSCOW, 
Russia—Soviet

troops Friday repulsed a Japanese- 
Manchoukuo 
attempt to occupy a 


strategic hill on what Russia declares 
si Soviet territory. 


The Soviet charge d'affaires at Tokio 


was instructed to lodge a vigorous pro- 
test, demand exemplary punishment 
of those responsible and warn the Jap- 
anese government that Moscow holds 
it responsible for the consequences. 


The dash was near Posiet bay, in the 


region where Japan has declared Sov- 
iet troops violatde the Manchoukuo 
frontier July 11. The hill in question 
is near the junction of Siberia, Jap- 
anese-ruled Manchoukuo, 
and Jap- 


anese Korea. 


Tass, Russian official news agency, 


gave this version of the clash: 


"At 4 p. m., July 29, two Japanese- 


Manchurian detachments crossed the 
Soviet frontier north of a hill near 
Lake Khasan regarding which the Jap- 
anese government recently presented 
unfounded claims, and attempted to 
seize a hill situated two kilometers 
(H-i miles) north of the hill in ques- 
tion near Lake Khasan.

•TO A very considerable extent, President Roosevelt's dis- 
1 armamanet plea, made under the guns of 63 men-of-war in 
San Francisco Bay, was overshadowed by news of the scorch- 
ing round-the-world flight by Howard Hughes. This was one 
of the few -occasions on which the presidential knack for 
good timing was defeated by the chance intervention of a more 
spectacular event. 


But now that Hughes' magnificent flight has in turn 


been somewhat blurred by the daring of Douglas Corrigan, 
the California "wild Irishman" who so casually hopped over to 
Ireland in a dilapidate, 10-year-old ship of the Lindbergh 
vintage, it is worth while to turn back to the President's 
words at San Francisco,

HE SPOKE in a strange place and in strange surroundings 


for a disarmament talk. The naval concentration spread 


out beneath him in San Francisco Bay was one of the greatest 
peace-time naval shows ever assembled. 


Yet, generally speaking, the United States paid no heed to 


this great demonstration of mjght at sea. When England 
crowned a king and the Royal Navy paraded at Spithead, a 
world watched and was duly impressed by the'British fleet. 
Mussolini entertains Hitler and .parades his submarine and 
destroyer fleet, and the publicity is tremendous. 


Yet there was little notice ,of the mighty U. S. fleet that 


lay strung out in the San Francisco roadstead while its eom- 
mjander pleaded for disarmament. 


This comparative public indifference in a country whose 


every schoolchild could have told you the name and command- 
ing officer of every one of Dewey's ships 40 years ago is the 
best proof that the President is-making no idle gesture when 
he says that the American people really wish they could be 
spending less.on armaments than they do. We quite definitely 
are not militarists, and our great fleet and other armaments 
result from the undoubted fact that we are faced, as the Pres- 
ident said, "with a condition—not .a theory, and the condition 
is not of ou-r choosing."

A FTER the World war, when the United States had, in the 
ft water and under construction, the greatest fleet in the 
world, and certainly one of the strongest military machines 
we gave them both up, disband ing the army, and bob-tailing 
the fleet for the sake of disarmament as envisioned at the 
Washington conference. 


Russia, in making its startling proposal a few years ago 


of complete disarmament, has made the most gallant gesture 
toward disarmament. 


But no other country has actually given up so much as 


the United States, and it is well that the President keeps this 
principle in the forefront of national thought: "What others 
will do to decrease the arms burden, the United States will do 
and do gladly."

If You Have a Cold, Stay Away From 


Swimming Pools 


This is the second of three articles 


in which Dr. Fishbein discusses the 
dangers of infection at public bath- 
ing places. 


Among the diseases most likely to 


be contracted in swimming pools are 
infections of the nose and throat, the 
eyes, the ears, the skn, and the intes- 
tines. Colds, rhinitis, and infections 
of the sinuses are among the conditions 
frequently contracted. 


These are diseases which are spread 


from one person to another. The se- 
cretions from the nose and throat which 
contain the germs are passed from the 
mouth or nose of one person to that of 
another. In swimming pools they may 
come to the surface of the water and be 
taken into the mouth or nose of an- 
other swimmer. 


Particularly when the water is warm 


and sunlight is absent is this a men- 
ace. If the water is cold and if there 
is sunlight, most of the germs causing 
infections in the nose and throat are 
promptly destroyed. 


The water in the pool, of course, 


should be suitably protected against 
infections by the use of chlorination, 
which will serve to destroy germs. 


fn the interest of their own welfare, 


as well as that of other persons, peo- 
ple with colds should stay out of 
swimming pools. 


Especially serious also are infec- 


tions of the eye. 


Everyone 
knows 
that prolonged 


swimming in water with a high con- 
tent of irritating material is promptly 
followed by the redness or irritation of 
the eye called conjunctivities. Swim- 
ming under water, diving, or long im- 
mersion of the eyes in water tends to 
make this much more severe. For this 
reason, the eyes should be watched 
for the slightest sign of redness, irritat- 
tion or infection, and suitable soothing 
treatemnt applied, when that is pres- 
ent. 


Of all of the important tissues of the 


body the ears are perhaps the most fre- 
quently infected in swimming pools. 


Bacteria from the pool may get into 


the ear and set up boils or abscsses; 
long immersion in water causes soften- 
ing of the tissues, so that any germs 
that are prseent invade easily. 


Especially is there a hazard for a 


person whose eardrums have- been 
perforated because of a previous in-

Recently a conference met in Wash- 


Ington to Consider the first national 
.plan for health. Drawn by experts 
who based their recommendations on 
a four-year study of needs, the plan 
WHS laid -before the President in Feb- 
ruary. It was he who suggested the 
conference 
which brought together 


physicians, public health officials in- 
dustrial, agricultural, ;labor, and con- 
sumor leaders to consider the findings 
and express their opinions on the pro- 
posals yhich were made. 


Common, ordinary folks are begin- 


ning to get the idea that we know 
how to do a good deael more than is 
being done to keep them well and to 
cure them when they are sick. The 
findings of the Technical Committee 
on Medical Care, which drafted the 
proposals, verified that popular im- 
pression. It found maternal care lo be 
inadequate, that our efforts to conserve 
child health fall far short of what needs 
to be done, that hospital facilities are 
nsufficient, and that a -great gap ex- 
sts-between what we know and what 
we do.for the health of'the people. 


Committee Proposals 
, 


The committee recommended a 10- 


year program of health and medical 
care which will call ultimately for an 
expenditure of $850,000,000 a year by 
ederal, slate, and local governments. 
That program involved: 


1. The establishment of adequite 


and competent public health organiza- 
tions in every community under leal 
auspices, with state supervision, and 
federal financial and technical aid. 


2. The expansion of hospital facili- 


ties to make urban hospitals more ade- 
quate and to provide health and diag- 
nosis centers in areas now inaccessible 
to hospilals. 
3. New and intensive efforts to save 
the lives of mothers and babies. 


4. A program of grants-in-aid to 


the states to provide medical care for 
the needy; (a) those for whom stale 
and federal governments have accept- 
ed responsibilily under Ihe Social Se- 
curity Act and, (b) those who, al- 
though able to provide their own sub- 
sistence from their own resources, are 
not able to procure -adequate medical 
care when serious illness strikes. 


Greatest Aid for Greatest Need 


Development under all proposa 


would follow the pattern of action a 
ready so successfully demonstrated un 
dor the Social Security Act. It woul 
involve grants-in-aid to Ihe states, 
progressive development over a 10 
year period, and the giving of th 
greatesl aid where the greatest nee 
exists.

Th 
problem 
is 'large. The human re 


sources we seek to 'conserve :are a 
valuable-to the nation as all of its ma 
terial resources. 


Every year 70,000,000 sick persons 


lose more than 1,000,000,000 days from 
work in the United'States. Illness and 
premature death cost the United State 
approximately §10,000,000,000 a year. 


That estimate includes only those 


factors which can be-expressed by dol- 
lar values. The definitely 
possible 


achievement under an adequate public 
health program would run far in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000,000 a year. One hun- 
dred per cent would seem a very ade- 
quate return on such an investment if 
we view the matter as cold economics 
and omit all human considerations. 


Federal Responsibility 


The federal government has, more- 


over, assumed responsibility under the 
Social Security Act for disability and 
dependency. As a matter of good bus! 
ness it cannt afford to permit unneces- 
sary disability and dependency 
to 


threaten the stability of its undertak- 
ing. 


No radical change in medical prac- 


tice is contemplated. On the con- 
trary, the national health program 
proposes to provide for every com- 
munity in the country and all groups 
of the population the measures for 
health protection and a medical serv- 
ice which now is had only in some 
communties or for the more privileged 
groups of the population. 


Such a proposal in no way justifies 


the application of that well-worn 
epithet "socialized medicine." It in 
no way implies a central control from 
Washington or interference by non- 
professionals in the relation between 
the physician and his patient Pro- 
grams of medical care can be operated 
only by physcians. Hospitals, wheth- 
er one finds them under private en- 
dowment, or pubic taxes, are always 
run by physicians. The relation be- 
tween the physician and the patient 
can be as direct in the public hospital 
as m the private. 
" 


These propasals would help the doc- 


-or to give better medical care. They 
would bring the medical profession in- 
o a direct relation with many who are 
not now their patients but who ought 
to be.
